No man has taken more pains in this 
department of agriculture, than he, and none 
have met with better success; and we trust that, 
seated by a cheerful fire during the long evenings 
of the ensuing winter, with such fruit as his or- 
chard yields, he will not need the gratuities of an 
Agricultural Society to render him happy ang 
contented. 
A few Apples, also, were presented by Mr. A. 
J. Downs, of Mercer. They were native apples, 
but worthy of propagation; especially the kind 
called the Somerset Apple, which, by the best of 
all fests, we conclude must be about equal to that 
with which our first parents were seduced from 
the path of wisdom and rectitude.

We think them a 
superior kind and worthy of cultivation. 

While on the article of Fruit, we may as well 
make honorable mention of some Spanish Hens’ | 
Eggs, shown us by Dr. Holman’s son, of Gardi- | 
ner, two of which weighed four ounces apiece. | 
The manufacturers of these eggs we did not be- | 
come acquainted with otherwise than by a 
fruits, from which we judge them to be’very 
prodigal in their deposites, so far as dimensions | 
are concerned, if not as to numbers. 

Mr. Wendall, of East Readfield, showed us a| 
specimen of Glue manufactured by him at that 
place. We opine that whoever buys glue of him, 
if all he makes is equal to the sample exhibited, 
will not get gummed. Such an article as his, | 
must go down with the glue-using public without 
sticking. 

There were two very elegant and beautiful | 
Crotchet Bonnets, presented by Miss Phebe 
Fairbanks, of Winthrop. This isa kind of work 
beginning to be much worn and admired. These 
bonnets speak in the highest terms of the natural | 
taste and acquired ability of the fair artist; and! 
we would award her something substantial for | 
her skill and ingenuity, did not our poverty say | 
‘forbear.’’ But in the absence of something | 
_more valuable, we cheertully award to her a di-| 
ploma.

In conclusion, your Committee would express 
the regret they felt on viewing the smal! number 
of manufactured articles. Manufactories must 
be increased in the State, or poverty will inevita- 
bly take up its abode with us. The two main 
pillars upon which rest the prosperity of a coim- 
munity, are Agriculture and the Mechanic Arts; 
and while the foundation of the former is less 
stable than previously, that of the latter stands 
firm, with flattering prospects enticing us to build 
thereon.

And why should it be otherwise, wher 
it was the first employment of man, and is one 
upon which all others depend? What is the em- 
ployment, or where is the man of other occupa- 
tion who enjoys more innocent pleasure, an es- 
sential ingredient for good health, than the up- 
right, honest, scientific tiller of the soil’ I have 
been pleased with the remarks of a writer, com- 
paring the pleasures of agricultural with mer- 
cantile pursuits. He remarks, ‘In plain truth I 
have learned to see things as they really are with- 


out the addition of paint. The morning air, the 


| rising sun, the growing plant, are all pleasures 


to me now, and the city (oh, how could I ever 
have been so spell-bound!) seems but a magnifi- 
cent contrivance to cram together consumers and 
customers for our procucts, who are compelled to 
pay us for them, but to drawbh out a miserable, 
anxious existence, breathing foul air while acting 
as factors ; sacrificing half their lives and three- 
quarters of their happiness, for the purpose of 
swindling themselves into the belief that they are 
getting their share of this world’s comforts by 
legitimate means.”” 

The time has been when here, in our happy 
New England, the business of agriculture has 
been viewed by too many as rather a degrading 
employment. But those days have gone by, and 
now, instead of agriculture being looked down 
upon it is looked up fo as a business both of pleas- 
ure and profit, worthy the attention of our great- 
est statesmen, even to the Chief Magistrate of 
our land. 

Seience and learning have proved powerful 
auxiliaries to the farmer, and have done much to 
elevate and dignify a calling so pre-eminenily 
above all others, as that of agriculture. 

It is no uncommon thing, at the present time, 
to find our young men of talent and wealth fitting 
themselves, in Colleges, for the noble employ- 
ment of farmers. 

And what employment can the man of science 
pursue with results more favorable than that of 
agriculture? Here, the chemist, the philosopher, 
and the man of less pretensions, may each find 
sufficient scope for the exercise of his talents, 
in this, the most noble of al] employments.

ture for bread.”” **The Englishman enjoys great 
health and vigor of body,” says Mr. Emerson;

But 
says the reviewer, Mr. Emerson should have 
looked at Englishmen in their hundreds, as they

He thinks the ne- 
groes do not form oue-half of the population of 
the continent of Africa. He describes their ag- 
ricultural operations as being first rate, in many 
places producing corn, millet, nee, wheat, col- 
ton, yam and fruits in great abundance. In man- 
ulactures, two, are included iron tools, gold 
chains and other trinkets of good workmanship, 
gunpowder, cottou cloth in abundance, saddles, 
mats, boots, &e., &e. They smelt the iron 
from the ores, the gold is dug from the mines, or 
collected from the sands of the rivers. 

He also speaks of the cities of Central Africa 
as being of immense size, surrounded by walls 
of thirty or forty miles in circuit. The markets 
in these cities are of great size, and filled with 
every commodity, and the commerce surprisingly 
extensive, aad carried from city to city by innu- 
merable caravans. These are the requisites for 
profitable railways aud all the modern improve- 
inents in the modes of safe and speedy imer- 
communication between man and man, and the 
several markets that he desires w visit. In com- 
paratively a few years the first links of a chain 
will be constructed, which will connect these 
now almost unknown cities and regions of the 
continent with its shores, and thence with all 
parts of the world.

After desoribing bis journey to the mines, up 
the river to Sacramento city, and the remainder 
of the distance, about fifty miles on foot, their 
baggage and tools in # wagon at twenty-five dol- 
lars per huadred weight—waiting a while for the 
recovery of two of their number from the effects 
Of a terrible poisonous plant they had come in 
contact with, (and which had poisoned very many 
there,) they arrived at the river's bank where there 
was a descent of two thousand feet at an angle of 
forty-five degrees or less, which they passed with- 
out accidert. Once safely down, however, a 
great obstacle was overcome, and they at once 
applied themselves to the task of digging and 
washing the material of the bar. 

“Our machines were placed on the water's 
edge, and the earth which was dug on the side of 
the bar next the hill was earried to them, a dis- 
tance of 100 yards, in pails and cloths. The bar 
is composed of stones of various sizes, rounded 
by the action of the water, and bedded by the 
same agent in the sand which contains the gold.

The mode of deposit being made clear, it will 
be equmily clear that it is not on every spot in 
this very auriferous region that we must look for 
gold, which fact experience proves to be true ; 
or at least, it is not on every spot that we can 
find enough of it to make it an object to bestow 
our labor on it. Hence it equally follows the 
limitation of the qauatity of gold to be expected 
from the mines as a general aggregate, however 
rich they may prove. The first comers had the 
best chances to hit upon rich deposits ; but as 
diggers wultply, the chanees of falling upon vir- 
gin deposits grow smaller, and they will have to 
be content with what the others, through the im- 
perfection of their labor, have lefi ; consequently 
the work becomes more heavy and less profitable, 
although it may yet be sufficiently compensatory, 
if the expenses of living be not excessive.

A case of much importance to commercial men 
has been decided in the Supreme Court in New 
York. It is the decision in the case of Milbank 
vs. Dennistoun & Co. 

The suit was to recover from a house in Liver- 
pool $10,000 as damages arising from disobedi- 
ence or neglect of instruction and want of care 
on the part of a Commission Merchant entrusted 
with the disposal of 5,000 barrets of flour shipped 
from the city of New York. It seems the flour 
was sold earlier than the directions suggested, at 
21 shillings per barrel, when, had it been kept 
about three weeks longer, it would have brought 
29 shillings. The transaction was about the time 
the British Parliament made a reduction in the 
corn duties, and the plaintiff's request was to 
store the flour until the reduction of duty should 
have its anticipated effect. Judge Santord ex- 
plained that the only question for the Jury was 
whether the plaintiff had properly sustained his 
plea, thus intimating that, as a point of law, the 
matter was perfectly clear. The Jury considered 
that the complaint was well sustained, and return- 
eda verdict for $11,136.37. 


This case seems to decide that a Factor is in 


ne sense the owner of consigned goods, and can- 
not dispose of them on his own judgment without 
incurring the respousitility of making good losses 
that may occur by a sudden rise in the market 
value of the commodity—that to insure a Com- 
mission Merchant from such liability, he must 
have a special contract with his principal, which 
can be made to appear in evidence as his author- 
ity in the matter. Considering the immense

13,000.

the occupier of the svil and the owner have now 
broken out with a degree of violence which 
threatens very serious results.

Messrs. Totten & ‘Trantwine 
will take with the;n a lurge force of Grenadanos, 
which has been educated by them during the fast 
five vears inte first rate workmen, and by this 
means have been able to take the contract at a 
lower price than any oue else has offered wo do. 
They will commence work ov the Ist) December 
prex. The construction of the work will be 
earried on under an entirely new organization, 
Col. Hughes having resigued, and been suceceed- 
ed by W.H Stidetl, Esq. , lately his emef assist- 
ant, and from the known skill of this geutleman, 
a distinguished graduate of the Military Academy, 
there is but lithe doubt but that the work will be 
well constructed. 

The Comercio Libre, of Panama, of the Mth 
ult., has two communications on this subject, one 
trom the office of the Panama Railroad Company, 
and the other from the Government of the Prov- 
ince of Panama, The first of these requests that 
the government make over in due form, the land 
required for the railroad, to connect the Chagres 
and Camarron rivers, distant apart about 14 miles. 
Nothing more is requested at present, because 
beyond that point there are important matters of 
doubt yet requiring attentive consideration. The 
immediate grant is made more necessary, it is 
said, by the faet that the ideas in relation toa 
communication va Lake Nicaragua, or by Tehu- 
antepeec have many favorers in the United States. 
All idea of a Provisional Road has been abandon- 
ed, and the work will at once be constructed in a 
permavent and durable manner. 

The latter, from Governor Oldabia, informs 
them that he agrees entirely with the suggestious 
of the company, aad informs them of his inten- 
tion to place at once, at their disposal the lands 
they wish, which, if public, are to be had gratu- 
ituusly; if private, to be paid for ata fair valua- 
tion. To prevent delay, however, ‘in the latter 
case the land will be made over at once, leaving 
the indemnity to be adjusted hereafter. The

While they 
were encamped at the Hole in Rock, they heard 
distinctly a loud report, resembling that of cannon. 
They journeyed on—crossed the Arkansas river 
on the 22d August, and came upto the site of 
the Fort, and saw that the rubbish of the build- 
ings was all that was left. It had been burnt 
down by the Indians, and was still emoking and 
burning on the 24th, when they left it They 
now were able to account for the report, as the 
magazine belonging to Bent had been fired. The 
guns and traps were consumed, and it is supposed 
all the goods, books, &c., of Bent’s concern, had 
shared the same fate. The pack saddle and 
riding apparatus were not destroyed, as they were 
still in the bastions. What had become of Mr. 
Bent, or any one connected with the concern, 
they could not tell.

Frederika Bremer has had the good fortune 
_not only to win popularity and esteem for herself,

the hterature of her native country, so that trans- 
lated copies of Swedish poets and historians now 
obtain a place on the shelves of our public as 
well as our private libraries, and are inquired for 
with avidity by the ordinary class of intelligent 
readers.
